TEXAS LAND GRANT. | 


Report of the Commissioner-General 
for the Past Eighteen Months. 
AUSTIN, TEX., March 27.—The special re- 
port of the Commissioner-General of the 
Land Office of Texas shows that during the 
eighteen months ending March 1, 1882, sur- 
veys have been filed in the office covering 
11,054,807 acres ; patents have been 
issued covering 4,744,776 acres; certificates to 
railroads and individuals issued covering 
20,400,480 acres. The estimated public do- 
main subject to location August 1, 1880, was 
15,391,810 acres, being over 5,000,000 acres 
less than the certificates issued call for. 
Since March 1 certificates have been 
issued that will increase the deficiency to 
7,000,000 acres. The committee recommends 
that the Texas Pacific and Panhandle re- 
serves be thrown open for location, which 
will satisfy all outstanding certificates held 
in ali parts of the United States, and that no 
more certificates be issued and the publie do- 
main of the State be declared absotbed. 
Lands set aside for {the public free schools 
amount to. thirty million acres, with a 
minimum price fixed by the State at fifty 
eents per acre, which will probably be ad- 
vanced to $1, $3 aud $5, with a liberal deduc- 
tion to actual settiers. The Commissioner 
recommends that, if leases be permitted to 
cattle men, they be confined to the terri- 
ritory west of the following line: Beginning 
at the northeast corner of Lipscomb 
county, thence south with the one hun- 
dredth meridian and Red Riverto northwest 
corner of Hardman county, thence south and 
west to include Stonewall, Borden, and Mar- 
tin counties, thence east to northeas corner 
of Tom Green county, thence south with 
east line of Tom Green and Crockett to north- 
west corner of Kimble, thence with north and 
east lines of Kimble, Kerr, Bauden, Uvalde, 
Lavalla, Lasalle, McMullin, Duval and 
Nueces counties to the Gulf of Mexico.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 27.—The leaf 
tobacco market has been firm and active for 
dark and heavy tobacco with a mild but 
steady tendency of values to the advantage of 
sellers. Lugs and common to medium leaf have 
had quick sale throughout the week and 
prices have ruled fuller and bid $2 higher. 
Nothing of consequence has appeared above 
he grades mentioned, as the breaks 
have been of unusually poor average 
quality.

HOTEL LICENSES. 


Cases Against Proprietors Before Judge 
Jecky This Morning. 


The hotel license cases came up for argu- 
ment in the First District Police Court this 
morning. W. II. H. Russell, representing 
Fred. Bach, E. J. Polk, J. Geo. Zimmer, Jas. 
II. Hurst, the Southern Hotel Company and 
the Laclede Hotel, contended that the cases 
the hotels on the licenses should 
be dismissed the same as the cases 
against the butchers had been, on 


the ground of the unconstitutionality of the 
ordinance. He said the cases were analogous. 
City Attorney Erskine said that there wasa 
material Cifference in the ordinances, in that 
the ordinance tor butchers’ licenses discrim 
inated against outside butchers, charging 
some $25 per year, while others in the 
city were taxed $100. In the hotel 
cases the tax was uniform and equitable. 
The decision in the Supreme Court in the 
butchers’ test case turned on the point of the 
discrimination in liceuses. No such point 
could be raised in the hotel cases. The hotel 
ordinance contemplates a uniform tax of fifty 
cents per year on each of the rooms in a hotel 
or lodging-house of more than four rooms. 
The hotel-keepers now have a test case in the 
Supreme Court awaiting: the decision of the 
Judges. Judge Jecko reserved his decision on 
the motion of Attorney Russellto dismiss the 
cases until April 3.

| FALLING RAPIDLY. 


The Waters Receding From the Sub- 
merged Districts.

The Floods Almost Over—The Situation 
Brightening and Prospects 
Hopeful.

VICKSBURG, Miss., March 27.—Telegrams 


from Goodrich’s Landing, in Louisiana, say 


that many people are in imminent danger of 
drowning. Help bas been given 
and all measures are being 
for the safety of the inhabitants. 
A higa and well built levee protects this land- 
ing, but there are no less than ten crevasses, 
some below and some above Edgewood, and 
the water was rushing through them ina 
mighty flood. The largest was over 150 
yards long, and it washed the land for 
a great distance. Gangs of 
levee repairers are at work on 


the breaks. The breaks have driven over 500 
people out of the town, aud they are now 
camped on such high grounds as they can 
find. Much stock has been drowned and 
three lives have been lost. Goodrich has been 
the trading and supply point for over 1,500 
people, who now are unable to get into the 
town on account of the high water. Word is 
received from Iberville Parish, ninety-three 
miles above the city of New Orleans, that the 
levee was cut by some unknown person. 
When it was discovered the gap was forty 
feet wide and nearly six feet deep. It swept 
away the store of J. M. Carville, just 
below, destroving its contents and nearly 
drowning his wife and daughter, who were 
sleeping in the building at the time. At 
noon on Sunday the crevasse was 150 feet 
wide and 12 feet deep, with but little hope of 
stopping it. It will inundate nearly every 
plantation on the east side of the river from 
the point of the crevasse to Bonnet Corre, 
where the flood will be diverted to Lake 
Borgne. The Government has offered a re- 
ward of $500 forthe arrest of the persons 
who did the deed. The river at New Orleans 
is only four inches belowthe flood mark 
of 7 and 18 now at the 
highest oint it has reached 
this season. Water is running over the crown 
of the levees at several streets, but they are 
too strongly built for any apprehensisn to be 
felt. Fears ure entertained for the safety of 
the Morgan railroad bridge across Berwick 
Bay at Morgan City, on account of the flood 
in the Atchafalaya. 

News from most of the overflowed dis- 
tricts is more fencouraging. Steele’s Bayou 
is being freed from water and the larger por- 
tions of Peeler’s, Zuber’s, Batchelor’s, But- 
er's and other places are ready for the plow. 
Favorable reports are being received from 
other districts and the danger is now proba- 
bly past.

Samuel Ward’s Recollections of the 
Late Mr. Longfellow. 
From the New York World. 

A reporter of the World called at No. 85 


from Boston asto the cause of the poet’s 
death. 

“None but what I have seen in the evening 
papers,“ answered Mr. Ward. It is so very 
sudden, but not unexpected by those friends 
who have seen the lamp of life gradually 
growing dimmer and dimmer, though his 
spirit and genial sympathy were as bright as 
ever. 

„hen did you see him last?” 

“On last Thanksgiving Day, when I was 
shown uP to his bedroom, in which he laugh- 
ingly said ‘he had constituted himseif an in- 
valid’ in consequence of a vertigo lastingjsome 
twenty-four hours which had passed away, 
but left him much enfeebled. He was getting 
stronger and was — able to go out an 
walk, but averse to ‘facing the music’ of being 
accosted in the street and of enduring the 
constant strain of receiving visitors, to whom 
his door had never been closed since 1838. 
He was pallid, and that ‘pearmain’-apple hue 
of ruddy health, like a bunch of holly berries 
in aframe of snow, seemed forever to have 
left his cheek.”

„Not more than half an hour, the remem- 
brance of which will ever be gilded in my 
memory by his reading me his last poem, 
‘Hermes Trismegistus,’ which now proves to 
have been the song of the dying swan.

Cruelty at Sea. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Cornelius Curtis, second mate of the 
American ship P. N. Blanchard, was taken 
into custody yesterday by Deputy Marshal 
Favor on a charge of crueitytosailors. At 
the time of his arrest Curtis bad sbaved off 
his chin whiskers, and had in other ways 
sought to diszuise himself in order to avoid 
kalling into the hands of outraged justice. 
The cause whica led to his arrest is as fol- 
lows: He was recently second mate of the 
ship Gatherer, which arrived at Wilmington 
about three weeks ago, when a story of 
cruelty at sea, which bids fair to rival the 
celebrated Sunrise case of 1875, came to light. 
The Gatherer sailed from Atitwerp in Sep- 
tember last, officered by C. N. Sparks, Wil- 
liam Watts, Cornelius Curtis and John Dris- 
coll, respectively captain, first, second and 
third mates. ‘The vessel, according to the 
sailors’ stories, was scarcely off the coast of 
Holland when the first and second mates 
began their acts of barbaritv, which consisted 
in treating the sailors ina most inhuman and 
brutal manner. 

A sailor named Clarke was the first victim, 
and received a hard beating at the hands ot 
Watts for a misconstruction ofan order. A 
few days afterward a sailor named Turner so 
disp:eased the mate and second mate that the 
two model officers attacked the unfortunate 
man in a shameful manner, maltreatuing him 
to such an extent that it was montus be- 
fore his wounds healed. Then in rapid suc- 
cession— so the complaint states—the remain- 
der of the crew incurred the anger of the first 
and second mates, and were summarily dealt 
with in the presence of Capt. Sparks, who 
did not raise his voice in behalf of the unfor- 
tunate crew. 

A Belgian sailor who can only speak a few 
words of English nearly lost aa eve by a beat - 
ing at the hands of Watts, who a few days 
subsequently called a sailor named Burns to 
account for some trivial offense, and did 80 
in such a barsh manner that Burns revolted, 
and was, by order of Watts, lashed to the rail 
of the ship. Having his victim thus at his 
mercy, the officer adorned his hands with a 
pair of brass knuckies, and with them beat 
and lacerated Burns about the face, and other- 
wise disfigured him. The ship’s boy, a Dane, 
who witnessed the brutal treatment of his 
shipmate, was indiscreet enough to express 
his horror thereat, and was in turn beaten 
with the knuckles about the head, one of the 
blows iniuring the tympanum of the ear, and 
it is said that his hearing is destroyed for- 
ever. : 

A sailor named Adling was knocked down 
upon the deck, beaten and trampled upon by 
the first mate, wnom he accuses of kicking 
out his eyes; at all events the young man is 
blind. The sailors state that the third mate, 
Driscoll, did all in his power to prevent the 
outrages, but that, being a minor officer, he 
was powerless. The snip’s boy, named 
George, and another lad, it is said, jumped 
overboard rather than endure the cruelty 
which was daily inflicted npon them.

ELYSEE PALACE. 


The Home ofthe French President and 

Its History. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
For its sumptuous beauty, spacious apart- 
ments and endless associations with histor- 
ical “high jinks“ the Elysee makes a very de- 
lightful place for the bails of the republican 
court, though the rotten splendors of the an- 
cien regime and the first and second empires 
are not likely to be revived under popular 
government. The palace stands on the north 
side of its own Elysian Fields, and from the 
southern facade you look across the avenue 
directly upon the Palais de Industrie. 
Far to the right, up the avenue, 
looms the Are de Triomphe, and on the left 
at an equal distance is the Louvre, and the 
Tuileries with its shady park in the fore- 
ground. The Elysee stands on ground once 
owned by the gardener of Louis Quatorze. 
His widow sold it to Henri d’Auvergne, a re- 
tired General of cavalry, who built himself 
there a choice little suburban retreat and 
sat down quietly till the real estate boom 
struck him. The next royal volup- 
tuary, Louis Quinze, picked up for his 
chere amie the wife of one of his tax farmers, 
Jenny Poisson, a queer fish, whose father 
was a butcher and whose mother was nobody 
in the eye ofthe law matrimonial, and he 
took;it into his exceedingly ill-furnished royal 
head to call her the Marquise de Pompadour 
and install her in a palace. He paid over 
three million dollars for the Elysee, and 
she laid out another haif million on 
it -after he gave it to her in addition 
to the other palaces at Versailles and Fon- 
tainebleau, and an income of three hundred 
thousand dollars a year. Here was her fa- 
mous bed-chamber, on which a king’s ransom 
was lavished, and outside the door stood two 
marble portrait statues, Louis as Apollo and 
Jeanne Poisson as the cold, chaste Diana. 
How the conscious marbles must have biushed 
at the antics of the beastly pair they repre- 
sented. 

Pompadour died at 41, the best hated 
woman in the country she had disgraced and 
impoverished. Her brother sold the place 
beck to the King; then the banker Boujon 
owned it and sold it to the Ducbess de Bour- 
bon at a fabulous price. She first gave it the 
name of Elysee, and when she ran away from 
the sans-culottes, the directory gobbled it up 
and let the gardens for great free- 
for-all picnics and moonlight dances, 
where the devil of misrulo amused himself in 
the cheerful moments when he was not en- 
gaged iu chopping the heads off the best 
citizens of France. The house was rented by 
the piece to card sharps, who set up their 
gambling hells on every floor. After the 
Revolution Napoleon got his grip on the 
Klysee, as he did on everything else worth 
having in France, and turned i- over to his 
sister Caroline and her husband, the ci- 
devant restaurantjwaiter,Joachim Murat,who 
it seems, carried a baton in his serviette, and 
whose worthless son Lucien married and 
reduced to abject poverty the dauguter of old 
Gen. Fraser, who lies buried in the next lot 
to Benjamin Franklin, up in Christ Church 
burving- ground. Wnen he had got Murat 
well set up in the king business at Naples, 
Napoleon took the Elysee himself, and there, 
after his return fiom exile, organized his last 
grand move against united Europe. He start- 
ed from the E ysee to meet nis Waterioo, and 
thither he returned when all was over, saying 
to Coulaincourt atthe door as he alighted 
from the post-chaise, Tout est perdu.”

until the law was passed and signed, but with- 
out making the object of his presence: known 
to anybody. When Gov. Crittendon attached 
his signature tothe bill Col. Claiborne returned

The reason tor this queer sequence of things 
was kepta profound secretuntil afew days 
ago, when a lottery man said the Legislature 
had ade a fatal blunder and the law 
was the same. The sections were 1566 and 
1567, the first of which appertains only 
to makers and establishers and the second to 
venders. The first of these only was amended 
by inverting the wo: ds ‘‘as a business or avoca- 
tion,“ and changing it from a misdemeanor to 
2 felony. Amended, the statute reads as fol- 
wes: 
It any person shall make, establish or aia 
Dr assist in making or establishing any lottery, 
t enterprise, policy or scheme of drawing in 
he nature Ol a lottery as a business or avoca- 
Non in this State, or should advertise or make 
Public, or cause to be advertised or made pub- 
lic by means of any newspaper, pamphlet, cir- 
cular or any other written or printed notice 
thereof, printed or circulated in this State, 
any such lottery, ft enterprise, policy or 
scheme of drawing in the nature of a lottery, 
whether the gaine is being or is to be conduct - 
ed, held or gfrawn within or without this State, 
he shall be deemed guilty of afelony, and up- 
on conviction shall be punished by imprison- 
mentin the penitentiary for not less than two 
nor more than five years, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail or Work-house for not less 
than six nor more than twelve months.’’ 
The second section stillreads ae follows: 
Any person who shall sell or expose to sale 
or cause to be sold or exposed to sale, or shall 
keep on hand forthe purpose of sale, or shall- 
advertise or cause to be advertised, or who 
Shall print or publish such advertisement, or 
all aid or asssist or be in any 
concerned in the sale 
or exposure tosale of any lottery ticket or 
tickets or any share or part of any lottery 
ticket in any lottery or device in the nature of 
a lottery within this State or elsewhere, and 
any person who shal! advertise or cause to be 
advertised the drawing of any scheme 
in any lottery or shall print or publish such ad- 
vertisement, and shali be convicted thereof in 
any court of competent jurisdiction, shall, for 
each and every such offense, forfeit and pay a 
Burm not ex eding $!1,000.’’ 
Col. Bob Ciaiborne said this Jmorning when 
the above recitation of facts was given him:

It does 
t touch the schemes outside ofLthe State. 
‘ne Clause ‘‘asa business or avocation’’ was 
erted over the request of Vice President 
Lopes of the l’olice Board so as not to inter- 
re with church raffles. Mr. Cupples wrote 
to Jefferson City asking that the law be made 
tweeping so as to prohibit everything and 
showed an earnest desire to suppress lottery 
completely. The new law is not cffeetive in 
the premises, but u der the old ordinances 
the shops now rnnuing might be. closed,

LONGFELLOW’S HOME. 


The Treasures Gathered by Him in the 
Old Craigie Mansion. 
Boston Special to New York World. 

Mr. Longfellow’s house, known in Cam- 
bridge as the Craigie Mansion, is an ample, 
dignified residence built in colonial days and 
standing in the midst of broad fields. It looks 
across meadows tothe winding Charies and 
the gentle hills beyond. Great elms and fra- 
grant lilacs and syringas stand by the wide 

ath which leads to the door, and the passer- 

y often caught a glimpse of the poet pacing 
up and down the shaded piazza 
half screened by the shrubbery. Here 
came, in the summer of 1837, a slight, 
studious-looking young man, who lifted the 
huge brass knocker which hung upon the 
front door, and very likely thought of the 
great George Washington as he let it fall with 
a clang. e had called to see the owner of 
the house, Mrs. Andrew Craigie, the widow 
of the Apothecary-General of the Northern 
Provincial Army of the Revolution. The 
visitor asked if there was a roem in the house 
which he could occupy. The stately old lady, 
looking all the more dignified for the turban 
which was wound about her head, replied as 
she loooked at the youthful figure: 

*T lodge students no longer.“ 

„gut Jam not a student,’’ replied the 
youth, „Jam a professor in the univer- 
sity.’ 

A professor!” She looked curiously at 
one so unlike most professors in appear- 


ance. 

„Jam Professor Longfellow,” be said. 

“Ah, that is different. I will show you 
what there is.“ She led him up the wide 
staircase and, proud of her house, opened one 
spacious room after another only to close the 
door of each saying, Tou cannot have that,“ 
until at length she led him into the southeast 
corner room on the second story. 

“This was General Washington’s chamber,”’ 
she said; vou may have th®,’’ and here he 
gladly set up his home. : 

Tbe house was a large One, and already 
Edward Everett and Jared Sparks had lived 
there. Afterwards, when Mr. Longfellow 
was keeping house in it, we maker of the 
dictionary, Mr. Joseph E. Worcester, shared 
it with bim. There was room foreach family 
to keep a separate establishment, and even a 
third could have found independent quarters, 
When Mrs. Craigie died Mr. Longfellow 
bought the house, and it has remained his 
ever since. Itis a quaint old house, built 
probably not far from the middle of the last 
century, for an iron in the back of one of the 
chimneys bears the date 1759. At the begin- 
ning of the Revolution it was purchased by 


the Colonial Government, and became Wash- 


ington’s headquarters after the battle of 
Bunker Hill. Ine poet’s present study was 
Washineton’s room. The parlor opposite 
was Lady Washington’s parior. The large 
room in the rear, now converted into a family 
library, was appropriated to the ajdes-de- 
cam] After the Revolution Mr. Craigie 
bought the house with its 200 acres, but when 
he left it to his widow the estate was reduced 
to eight acres, and the widow was obliged to 
take lodgers to eke out ber scanty income. 

Here, too, is the pen presented by ‘“*Beau- 
tiful Helen of Maine,“ with its iron link from 
the chain of Bonnivard; the old and yellow 
Danish song-book, the antique pitcher and 
the famous group of Mr. Lonefellow’s daugh- 
ters painted by Buchanan Read. All these 
were celebrated in thé poet’s songs, for one 
ofthe great secrete of Longtellow power 
was the art in which h ought all the treas- 
vires of Old World stories and al! the hopes of

side.

CHRISTIAN BROTHERS. 


The New Educational Edifice Nearly 
Completed at Cote Brilliante... . 


A Noted College Presided Over by 
Brother James. 


? 
— — —— 


When the Christian Brothers“ college 
Was First Founded Here—De- 
scription of the New 
Building. 


The new college of the Christian Brothers at 
Cote Brilliante, which promises when oom 
pleted tobe one of the handsomest edifices 
devoted to purely educational purposes in the 
United States, is already in an advanced state 
of progress. The grounds contain very nearly 
thirty acres of ground, located on the St. 
Charles rock road, between King’s Highway 
and Union avenue, and is directly opposite 
the grounds of the Laclede Race Course. 

Tne college building, which ts in the shape 
of across, consists of a central edifice and 
four wings. The total frontage of the build- 
ingis three hundred and seventy feet. Some 
idea ofits magnitude may be gathered by 
remembering that the total lengtu on Walnut 
street of the Southern Hotel is only three nun- 
dred feet. The total depth of the 
college building is two hundred 
feet. The southern wing of the building will 
be eighty feet in length by fiftyindepth. The 
total elevation will be about one hundred 
and ten feet, divided into three 
stories. The first story, which will be nearly 
twenty feet in height, will contain a magnif- 


cent vestibule, finishedin white marble and 
Philadelpbia enameled brick, and four grand 
parlors and reception rooms. The second 
story, which will be about thirty feet from 
floor to ceiling, is intended solely for the pur- 
poses of a library. The collection of books 
belonging to the college, number nearly 40,000 
volumes and manuscripts. The apartment 
will be fitted up with iron book-cases similar 
to thosein the Mercantile Library, and wiil 
contain the accessories usual to such 
apartments of pictures and statuary. 
The third story, about forty-five feet in 
height, will contain the college hall. The di- 
mensions of the hallarethesame as those of 
the library. The hall is designed to seat 3,000 
people. It will be used mainly for lectures 
and occasional exhibitions during cold and in- 
clement weather. Theannual commencement 
exercises in June, however, will be held in 
the open air in a grove in the rear ot the build- 
ing, and only in case of rain ora sudden storm 
will the hall be used for the midsummer 
graduation exhibitions. The north, south and 
the building will 


east wings or 
be five stories each. The rooms on the 
second, third and fifth floors of the 


south wing will be given up for class purposes; 
those in the east and west wings will be used 
for the college dormitories. Each of the four 
wings leads to the grand rotunda, which may 
be termed the architectural triumph of the 
whoie edifice. The rotunda is sixty feet 
square,the same dimensions exactly as the 
Court-house rotunda. The college rotunda, 
however, is free from the unsightly pillars 
which detract so much from the beauty of the 
Court-house rotunda. The college rotunda 
will be surmounted 7 a glass roof, so that it 
will be a veritable well of light for the entire 
institution. The building is supplied with a 
steam passenger elevator. One admirable 
feature of the internal architecture of the 
building is the system of ventilation. Each 
room in the vastedifice will be supplied with 
its own air shaft and hot air register, so that a 
constant circulation of pure air will be insured. 
The heating of the rooms is by steam, and the 
boilers for generating heat and power are situ- 
atedina separate building, located in the 
angle formed by the junction of the west and 
south wings. This building will be about thirty 
feet from the walls of either of these 
wings, so that, save in the 
kitchen, there will not be any fire in the whole 
building from year's end to year’s end. The 
kitchen is located in the south wing. It will 
be built altogether of iron and brick, so that in 
the contingeucy of a fire breaking out in this 
room it could not be communicated to any 
other part of the building. The dining room 
is in the south wing immediately beneath the 
parlors. The other apartments in the base 
ment are designed for chemical lkaboratories, 
store-rooms, pantry and the like. Underneath 
the basement is a sub-cellartorthe storing of 
potatoes, apples, etc. 

In the course of a few years the brothers wil! 
erect a separate building in some suitable part 
of the grounds for an astronomical observa- 
tory. The playground for studentsis at the 
southwestern corner of the college enclosure. 
It contains ten acres of ground, andi: sum 
ciently remote from the college to prevent tne 
noise of the players from disturbing the echo- 


lastic quiet within. There will be two 
entrances to the college grounds, 
one for vehicles, at the corner of 


King’s Highway and St. Charles rock road; 
the other, for pedestrians, is located at a 
point about twenty feet east of the main 
entrance. 
How IT CAME TO BE BUILT. 
It is not generally known that Arch- 
bishop Kendrick, ot St. Louis, was the 
first Catholic clergymen to invite the Brochers 
ot the Christian Schools of France, who, asa 
religious order, had been established in the 
eariy years of the last century by the vener- 
able J. B. de la Salle, to establish themselves 
in the United States. The first institution 
opened by them in this country, however, 
was in Baltimore in 1846. They did not come 
to St. Louis until 1849, locating then in the 
building at the corner of Eighth and Cerre 
streets, which has ever since served all the 
purposes of an excellently conducted educa- 
tional institution. The location in 1569 of the 
freight depot of the old Atlantic ard Pacific 
Railroad Company on the square directly 
across the street from the coliege buildings 
and the subsequent erection, in the vicinity of 
the college, cf the Union Depot ana other 
structures for railroad purposes rendered the 
neighborhood extremely noisy, andthe broth- 
ers began looking about for new quar- 
ters. It was not until 1871, how 
ever, that a suitable site was found. 
In that year, Brother James, President 
of the College, purchased the Cote Brilliante 
roperty of the late Mr. James H. Lucas. The 
— russian war in that year retarded 
action in the purchase by the Superior-General 
of the order in Paris, until 1873. Other causes 
revented the commencement of work on the 
uilding until 1875. The corner-stone of the 
building was laid amid appropriate ceremon- 
ies in the spring of that year. Work has been 
progressing at a rapid rate, as the importance 
of the work justified, since that time. Mr. 
James McGrath, the architect and superinten- 
dent, expects to have the most of the work 
completed by the first of September next, but 
in order that there may be no possibilty of a 
postponement beyond that time the fall ses- 
sion of the college. which usually commences 
on the first Monday in September, will not be 
dnaugurated until some weeks later. The 
course of instruction will be the same 
as that followed in previous years. 
The terms of tuition and board will be the 
same as in tormer years. By authority of the 
Superior-General, Brother James has founded 
a system of free scholarship. The scholarships 
are of two kinds—full scholarsbips and day 
scholarships. Five thousand dollars will es- 
tablish a full scholarship, one thousand dol 
lars a day scholarship. A full scholarshi 
entitles the holder to board and tuition. 
day scholarship to tuition only. Each founder 
of a scholarship reserves the right to educate 
one sindent for twenty years. After twenty 
years the college is allowed to throw it open to 
competition, or the founder may leave it 80 
from the beginning. Several scholerships 
have already been establishea, and Brother 
James has assurances that a number of others 
will be taken as soon as the new college is for-

Willis Cobb and the First Pack of Trained 
Dogs— Dogs that Do the Star Acts. 


How on earth do you train your dogs?’’ 
Said a POST-DISPATCH reporter the Other day 
to Mr. L. A. Kaye, proprietor of the Missouri 
Breeding and Boarding Kennel. 


Oh! that’s easy enough. Here's an 
Irish setter, lovely as & picture, 
ain’t he? Well, now, when 1 
say ‘charge’ see him lie down. You see a 


chicken dog hasa iiberal education when it 
has been tuught to ‘charge,’ ‘hie on’ and 
‘steady.’ I begin the education of a dog by 
placing on his neck a steel collar with the in- 


side lined with short spikes, I 
then say ‘charge,’ and press his 
head down. 1 repeat the word, 


and if he does not assume the attitude of 
‘charge,’ I pull the collar, and the sharpened 
spikes remind him that he hasaduty to per- 
form. This processis repeated until he will 
assume a recumbent position on the pronun- 
ciation of the word charge.“ 

How is ‘hie on’ taught?’’ 

‘‘In almost the same way. I attach 
a string to the collar and 
send somebody ahead. I then cry ‘hie oy’ 
and my assistant pulls the string and forces 
the sharp spikes into the doge’s neck. Oh, 
they learn the tricks in a little while. Now, 
when I want to teach a setteror pointer, 
‘steady,’ I just tie along string to the collar 
I showed you aud attac h the 
string to my wrist. I say ‘steady,’ and 
the dog starts off, but I hold him caretullytoa 
slow pace. In like manner I teach the dogs 
to ‘charge’ upon the report of a gun. An un- 
trained dog will usually run in at the first 
shot and disperse the game, and among 
professional sportsmen, no canine accomplish- 
ment is rated higner than that of ‘charging’ 
at the report of a gun. 

There are between 300 and 400 dogs of all 
kinds at this kennel. One huge Newfoundland 
dog weighs 300 pounds, and is as large as a 
small cow. Besides sporting dogs, there are 
A variety ol poodies that would 
make the truly lah-de-dah young 
lady’s mouth water.

What Part is Now Under Contract to 
be Paved With Granite,

And the Streets Which it is Contem- 
plated to Recenstruct. 


The suggestion of the Commercial Club that 
the space between Franklin avenue and Wal- 
nut street and east of Twelfth be paved with 
granite is being followed by the Board of 
Public Improvements, although in many cases 
they have gone outside these limits. 
Street Commissioner Turner has prepared a 
chart, which is now hanging in his office, 
showing just what the Street Commissioner’s 
office intend to do with the various streets in 
the city. Whether the plan will be carried out 
nobody can say. Bills of this kind must 
pass both houses of the Municipal Assembly. 


It is easy for the board to get these paving bills 
through the Council, but in the House of Del- 
ecates always occurs the hiteh. In more than 
one case granite bills have been defeated in 
the lower house, and it is extremely probable 
that many of those nov on the noad will re- 
ceive their quietus in the same place. 

The opposition tothe special tax system of 
the billsis bitter and persistent, Dozens of 
er make the statement to members of the 

oardevery day that they would much pre- 
fer to do without streets than to pay for them 
in this way. Ex-Alderman Amelung came 
up to the City Hail in regard 
to this matter a day or two ago, 
and he stated that he had lived happily with- 
out good streets all bis life and he did not 
want them so badly now. The House of Dele- 
gates are being caught by this opposition spir- 
it, and are probably the last obstacle in the 
way of granite paving and good streets. 
A POST DISPATCH reporter called on the Street 
Commissioner this morning, to see what he 
thought of the suggestion of paving the cen- 
—4 or business portion of the city with gran- 
te. 

‘“‘T’ll show you ina minute,“ said Mr. Tur- 
ner. He led the reporter into his private of- 
fice, where u couple of charts embodying all 
that was te be done were hung upon the wall. 

The plans for the districts mentioned are as 
follows. The details are given street by street, 
— with the stage of advancement of the 
work: 

Commercial street, from Walnnt to Olive, 


ordinance for granite already passed the 
Municipal Assembly; Olive to Christy avenue, 
granite in contemplation, but the ordinance 
not yetframed. 

First street, Walnut to Vine, granite ordin- 
ance already passed by Assembly Vine to 
Christy avenue, ordinance under way; Christy 
avenue to Franklin avenue, ordinance al- 
ready passed. 

Second strect, Walnut to Market, granite in 
contemplation; Market to Chestnut, granite 
ordinance passedthe Assembly; Onestnut to 
Pine, granite in contemplation; Pine to Frank 
lin avenue, ordinance already passed, 

Third street, Walnut to Franklin avenue, 
ordinances now under consideration, but not 
yet before the Municipal Assembly. 

Fourth street, from Walnut to Franklin, 
proposed monolith of asphalt tojbe consid- 
eredagby the board in a short time. 

Fifth street, from Wainut street to Franklin 
avenue, proposed monolith of asphalt. 

Sixth street, Walnut street to Franklin ave- 
nue, proposed monolith of asphalt. 

Seventh street, Walnut to Washington ave- 
nue, granite, ordinance already passed by 
Municipal Assembly; Washington to Franklin 
avenue, granite proposed, and will be con- 
sidered soon. 

Twelfth street, Walnut to Washinzton ave- 
nue, cranite paving about to be considered. 
On the intermediate streets between Seventh 
and Twelfth nothing is yet in contemplation. 

On the streets running east and west the 
plans are as follows: 

Walnut street, wharf to fourth, granite pro- 
posed, and the board will soon take the mat- 
terup; Fourth to Sixth, monolith of asphalt 
proposed; Sixth to Tenth, granite proposed;

Christy avenue, wharf to Third, granite pro- 
posed; Third to Fourth, granite bill already 
passed; Fourth to Sixth, asphalt proposed; 
Sixth to Seventh, granite proposed: Seventh 
to Eleventh, granite ordinance already passed 
by the Municipal Assembly. 

Morgan street, Fourth to Sixth, asphalt pro- 
posed; nothing else yet under contemplation 
on this street. 

Franklin avenue, wharfto Fourth, granite 
proposed; Fourth to Sixth, asphalt proposed; 
Sixth to Twelfth, gum wood blocks or some 
thing ot that kind in contemplation. The 
granite ordinance has already been defeated 
on this street from Ninth to Nineteenth. 
It will be seen that the only spots for whic h 
granite will have really passed the Municipal 
Assembly within the above limits are: Com 
mercial, from Walnut to Olive; First street,from 
Walnut to Vine and from Christy to Franklin 
avenue; Second street, from Market to Chest- 
nut and from Pineto Franklin avenue; Seventh 
street, from Wainut to Washington avenue; 
and on the streets running east and west: 
Market from waarf to Fourth street; Chestnut, 
from Second to Third; Olive street, from 
Seventh to Twelfth; St. Charles street, from 
Sixth to Twelfth; Christy avenue, from Third 
to Fourth and from Seventh to Eleventh. 
A monolith ot asphalt is contemplated run- 
ning over an oblong spaceinciucing all the 
streets from Elmto Franklin avenue and from 
Fourth to Sixth, inclusive,except the square on 
Washinvton avenue trom Feurth to Filth. This 
latter material is proposed for the lucality 
mentioned on account of its being less noisy 
than granite,anadvantage which will be offset 
by its cost. None of the asphalt bills have yet 
been taken under consideration by the board. 
A list of ali che graoite bills for the whole 
city which have already passed the Assembly 
and on which work may be expected to begin 
soon is: 
Commercial, from Elm to Locust. 
First street, from Poplar to Spruce,from Wal- 
nut to Vine, and from Christy avenue to Dick- 
son street. 
Second street, from Market to Chestnut, and 
from Pine to Carr. 
Seventh street, from Carr street to Washing- 
tov avenue, and the east and west streets 
mentioned just above, asin none of the bills 
yet passed is it proposed to lay granite on 
them east of Twelfth street, or tside the 
space between Walnut and Franklin avenue.

AN ELABORATE OPINION. 


Judge Thayer Decides the Case of the St. 
Louis Mutaal Fire and Marine. 


Judge Thayer to day rendered an elaborate 
opinion, disposing of the policy-holders con- 
troversy with the Vogel directory of the St. 
Louis Mutual Fire and Marine Insurance Co. 
When the charter of the St. Louis Mutual ex- 
pired in April, 1880, it had 6,855 policies out- 
standing, originally issued for a period of six 
years, and it also had a large surplus fund. 
After the expiration of the charter, the 


old directors continued the - business 
for a year, under the mistaken belief 
that the charter had not expired. 


Some of the policy-holders asked for the re- 
movai of the trustees and the appointment of 
areceiver. The court has refused these de- 
mands, and leaves the t to wind up the 
concern themselves.
